the Czar. Humanity justified the first 
intervention, and the protection of the 
balance of power excused the second. 
The history of Europe has someinstances 
which could be used to excuse the United 
•jlates in an intervention of Cuban af- 
fairs aud tho absorption of the country 
if we wanted it. 
Husbia by intervention 


restored the Khan to the throne of 
Crimea, but afterward induced him to 
abdicate and annexed the eight Crimean 
States. Congress seems determined to 
force the President to intervene, or to do 
it independently of him, and it looks 
very much as if that course would be 
'oliowed.— Cluixt'io Jfeicn.

THE FIRST SCHOOL TEACHERS. 
When Spain obtained possession of 


Louisiana by the transfer of the colony 
by Louis XV., King of France, to 
Charles III., King of Spain, the latter 
conceived the idea that a good way to in- 
culcate Spanish ideas into the minds of 
the youths of Louisiana would be to have 
them instructed in the knowledge of the 
Spanish language. With this end in 
view, therefore, iu the beginning of the 
year 1772, during the administration of 
Gov, 
Unzaga, he sent to New Orleans, at 


hia own expense, a priest and two assis- 
tants to instruct the children of the 
province in the knowledge of that lan- 
guage. With the exception of the educa- 
tional laborsof the French Ursuline nuns, 
who had come to New Orleans in 1727, and 
who were established in their convent on 
Conde and Ursaijne streets, and who 
taught the female children of the colony, 
these Spanish teachers were tlie first to 
impart to young Louisianians the instruc- 
tion usually impacted in schools.

at once. Consul General Lee had cabled 
the President that unless he could have 
time—until Sunday at least —to get the 
.i.OOO American citizens out of Cuba their 
lives would be greatly endangered by the 
Spanish resentment which the message to 
Congress would be likely to provoke. But 
the President told his advisers and the 
Congressmen who called upon him that 
unless Spain should squarely back down 
before Monday and unequivocally promise 
independence to Cuba he would advise 
Congress at once to take aggressive action, 
probiiblj'' along the lines of the Foraker 
resolution, minus only its recognition oE a. 
Republic as yet unborn. It is said the 
Administration still hopes that. Spain will 
grant complete liberty to Cuba, but does 
not expect it, and is consequently prepar- 
ing for a \\ar that is likely to involve Porto 
Kico and the Canary latanda aa well as 
Cuba.

THE BEST SEED CORTf. 


The success or failiue of the corn crop 


is every veur tuucb more largely depen- 
dent on the st>ert planted than on anj 
other factor. 
LMst year was not reckon- 


ed a arood one for corn over a large p:irt 
of the cnuntry. It has been found, sn>a 
a writer, in American Cultimtor, that 
every year of general corn Lulure 13 apt. 
to bi followed bv a second year of at 
least partial failure on account of the 
poor quality of seed corn, which the de- 
fl -Sent crop always produces. 
This is 


more noticeable in the western states, 
where the slow-maturing Dent varieties 
of corn are mostly grown. 
Dent, or 


horse-tooth corn, ia slow to dry out, even 
when Its seed is matui ed. Its seed is apt 
tT be still quite damp when the freezing 
of winter opens the cells in the germ .of 
the grain, and diminishes, if it does not 
entirely destroy, its vitality. The Flint 
varieties of corn ripen earlier, and as the 
grains are much smaller, they can dry 
out thoroughly before freezing weather 
set-i in. But the bulk of the corn crop is 
srro vn in the states where Dent varieties 
have the preference. In even the best 
years there is sure to be some loss of 
seed from freezing dry. This is possibly 
one reason why the average of corn crops 
is smaller in the far West, where intense 
cold often comes verv parly, than it is in 
;~<w York or Ifew England. 
Where 


Dant corn is grown in the E^st, farmers 
undeistand that its large ears and thick 
cob take a long time to dry out, so they 
give it extra care, and this corn here, 
with such treatment, is as sure to grow 
as any. 
We grew a western Dent corn 


several years in a northern state, and 
never found a season when it failed to 
arrow'. The best time to cut corn for 
seed is as soon after all its grain has 
glazed as possible. AH that the root 
will give to the stalk or grain has then 
been stored in one or the other. If cut 
from tho root, the stalk will furnish the 
starch to the ear quite as well as if it still 
was on the root, and there is 110 danger 
tliat an ei.rly frost will injure the leaves 
and stalks, and thereby injure th,> grain. 
Afler a few days standing on the stalk 
in stooks, the ears may be stripped oil 
and hung up by the husks to dry. 
The 


warmer the air, up to 120 degrees, that 
these partly husked ears are exposed to. 
the better and quicker the seed grain 
will dry o;;t 
There is nothing better 


than fruit evaporators for this purpose, 
run at a temperature of 100 degress t" 
120 decrees, and exposed to a free cur 
rent of air. 
So far as possible, seed corn 


should oe used which his been subjected 
to sorm* of this treatment. Avoid corn 
that w<is leit in th» iiekl until winter 
and there exoosed to too much cold aiuf 
wet. 
It' you ale obliged to take seed 


corn from a bin, take some part wiit»r«- 
it lias been dryest, and where the ears 
have not been expoai"! to r.ii'ia or been 
covered by snows. Emi if well duod 


Out, seed corn when nsposed to wet, will 
absorb enough to injure ilie seed if se- 
vere freezing comes aftfnv.ini. 
In the 


fcir \Veit, coin used orten to be left un- 
husked till late 111 the t.i1! and sf.andms 
on frosted stalks. 
Western farmers 


have learned from eastern farmeis how 
to better care for seed corn, and there 
h<-s been less complaint of poor seed corn 
f if several years ihaa tuere used to be 
In fact, all through the western statf-s 
are hosts of farmers uhose homes used 
to be in the Xew E"sclaud or Xe» York 
states, and who still remember the les 
sons in farming which they learned in 
their boyhood.

Sowing Oats "Without Plowing. 


A writer in the Country Gentleman 


gives his experience as follows : 


Having practiced sowing oats without 


plowing the ground where there has been' 
corn the previous year, I will give your 
readers the result. Aa we all know, oats 
need to be. sown as early as possible, in 
order to insure the heaviest yield, and 
plowing is a tedious process, delaying the 
seeding considerably. Where corn stub- 
ble is clean aud free from weeds—as 
every good farmer's corn stubble should 
be—plowing is not at all necessary. 


As soon as the ground is dry enough 


for plowing, put on a disc harrow, some- 
times called a pulveiizer, and go over 
the ground with it. It will require the 
serv c, s of three good horses in order to 
do effective work. I like the large-size 
di^cs best; raiue were 24 inches in dia- 
meter when new. 
It takes an 8-foot 


sweep across a field and cuts the ground 
up well. The old corn stubble (toes not 
bother at all. 
By lapping half, more ef- 


fective work is done. After once going 
over the field, cross it either at right 
angles with flrst bouts or diagonally. 
Tlie work of the disc should be fallowed 
uith a floating or spring-tooth harrow 
to fit it for seeding. 


On very heavy soil plowing may be 


preferable, but on sandy or loamy lands 
much labor may be saved in a hurrying 
time of the jear by fitting oat ground as 
desciibed. It has always resulted satis- 
factorily with me. 


A word of caution may be needed 


about working land while it is too web. 
This is never wise, and is sure to be re- 
gretted in subsequent seasons. Better 
far to wait until the moisture has suffi- 
ciently dried out than to pack and bake 
the soil by working it too wet.

Pruuinj; Grape Vines. 


The trouble with an unpruned vine is 


that it bears too mncb tinit, and this 
means poor quality. 
L»t us lake a 


thrifty Concord vine to illustrate this 
matter. At. the end of the seasun such a 
vino, in good soil, kept well tilled, savs 
Vii'k^K Maqazin?, should have somewhere 
near to SCO iruit buds on the new growth 
of the past season. Now, a good ConL 


cord vine should bear about twent} 
pounds of first-class fmit each season ; 
if it does this steadily year after year 
no more should be expected. To bear 
that amount of fruit, not moie than fifty 
buds are required. But as we have seen, 
onr vine ban about six times that num- 
ber, hence many in excess of the need 
J>ave the vine untriintnej aud the 300 
buds will overbear and the yield will be 
very inferior 
Prune to reduce the num- 


ber of buds to fifty and a Rood crop of 
fruit may bs expected. That is the aim 
pie proposition needed to guide your 
pruning knife. 
Cut away, 
therefore, 


enough of the young canes to brin<? tl'e 
buds down to the ricbt number. A good 
rule with Concords is to remove all the 
canes but five and cut these back to nine 
or ten buds each. The Delaware class 
should have even less. Prune and tie up 
so as to have a good distribution over 
the trellis. Thn pruning should not be 
deferred beyond this month if it can be 
hplpe'l. All things considered, full is 
perhaps even a better time for grape 
pruning.
